Triple 
disaster 
grips Japan 


O Friday’s quake strongest ever recorded in Japan 
O Original followed by 150 aftershocks 
O Fear of radiation leaks from damaged reactors 


The death toll in Japan’s earthquake and 
tsunami will likely exceed 10,000 in one 
state alone, an official said yesterday, as 
millions of survivors were left without 
drinking water, electricity and proper food 
along the pulverized northeastern coast. 

“This is Japan’s most severe crisis since 
the war ended 65 years ago,” Prime Minis¬ 
ter Naoto Kan told reporters, adding that 
Japan’s future would be decided by the 
response to this crisis. 

Although the government doubled the 
number of soldiers deployed in the aid 
effort to 100,000, it seemed overwhelmed 
by what’s turning out to be a triple disas¬ 
ter: Friday’s quake and tsunami damaged 
two nuclear reactors at a power plant on 
the coast, and at least one of them 
appeared to be going through a partial 
meltdown, raising fears of a radiation 
leak. 

The nuclear crisis posed fresh concerns 
for those who survived the earthquake 
and tsunami, which hit with breathtaking 
force and speed, breaking or sweeping 
away eveiything in its path.

In the wake of destruction 


P- At least 1.4 million households had 
gone without water since the quake 
struck and some 2.5 million households 
were without electricity. 

P Temperatures were to dip near freezing 
overnight, but the prime minister 
warned that electricity would not be 
restored for days. 

P Trade minister Banri Kaeda said the 

region was likely to face further blackouts 
and that power would be rationed to 
ensure supplies cover essential needs. 

P The government says it has sent 120,000 
blankets, 120,000 bottles of water and 
110,000 litres of gasoline in addition to 
bread, rice balls, instant cup noodles 
and diapers to the affected areas. 

P Large areas of the countryside remained 
surrounded by water and unreachable. 
Fuel stations were closed and people 
were running out of gasoline for their 
vehicles. 

P The government said 275,000 people 
have been evacuated to emergency 
shelters, many of them without power. 
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Sister 
accused 
of helping 
murderer 
escape 

The sister of a man in 
prison for beating a 
woman to death with a bat 
and then dumping her 
body has been charged 
with allegedly helping him 
escape custody last week. 

Sandra Myshak, 47, was 
arrested Friday in relation 
to the escape of William 
Wade Bicknell from his 
Drumheller Correctional 
Institution officer escort 
while out on a “temporaiy 
absence” pass. 

She faces seven charges 
including assisting in 
escaping custody and will 
appear in provincial court 
tomorrow. 

Bicknell is serving a life 
sentence for the second-de¬ 
gree murder of Angela 
Steer in April 2001. 

The six-foot-six, 402- 
pound convict has been at 
large since Thursday, when 
he allegedly took his 
corrections officer hostage. 

The two drove to 
Edmonton, where Bicknell 
— who has a lifetime 
firearms ban — obtained 
firearms and ammunition, 
and then he drove to Chip- 
man, according to police. 

There, the escapee 
allegedly muscled into a 
home, taking the 
homeowner’s car keys, dis¬ 
abling the corrections vehi¬ 
cle and the residence 
phone before fleeing 
alone. 

His whereabouts are un¬ 
known and very few tips 
have come in, said RCMP 
Sgt. Tim Taniguchi. 

He asked for the 
public’s help to locate Bick¬ 
nell, who should be consid¬ 
ered armed and dangerous. 

Bicknell was last seen 
driving a grey Chevrolet 
Impala, with Alberta 
licence plate CXE 602.

“Some people think we 
are pretending to be home¬ 
less or it’s just a fun sleep- 
over, but that’s not it. It’s a 
chance to educate people 
about the cause.”

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper has given no signs 
that he’s willing to com¬ 
promise to prevent a 
spring election, says NDP 
Leader Jack La 5 d:on. 

La 5 d:on appeared pes¬ 
simistic in an interview 
broadcast yesterday about 
avoiding a spring cam¬ 
paign. He said his party is 
preparing for one, assum¬ 
ing that Harper won’t 
have anjdhing of signifi¬ 
cance in the federal budg¬ 
et that the NDP can 
support. 

The budget is due to be 
released March 22. Harp¬ 
er’s minority Conserva¬ 
tives need the support of 
at least one opposition 
party for it to pass and the 
Liberals and Bloc Quebe- 
cois have given eveiy indi¬ 
cation that they intend to 
vote against it.

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Nuclear fears grow

A 76-year-old missionary 
from Quebec has been 
identified as a victim of 
the earthquake and tsuna¬ 
mi in Japan. 

Andre Lachapelle, a 
member of the Quebec- 
based Society of Foreign 
Missions, was in Sendai 
when the quake hit. 

Lachapelle tried to re¬ 
turn to his home a half- 
hour drive away, but 
never made it. He was tak¬ 
en to hospital where he 
died of a heart attack. 

“He wanted to be with 
his community,” Floy Roy, 
a colleague with the or¬ 
ganization, said Sunday. 

The Quebecer resided 
in Japan for more than 40 
years. 

“He was very involved,” 
Roy said. “He was a man 
of reflection and study, 
and worked very deeply 


with the gospel.” 

Meanwhile, officials 
along a stretch of Japan's 
northeastern coast 

warned residents that the 
area could be hit by an¬ 
other tsunami today and 
ordered them to higher 
ground. But the Meteoro¬ 
logical Agency said there 
was no risk of another 
deadly wave. 

The warning came as 
an explosion rocked the 
nearby Fukushima Dai- 
ichi nuclear power plant. 
The blast was felt 50 kilo¬ 
metres away by Associat¬ 
ed Press journalists in 
Soma, where residents 
fled the town for safety. 

TV footage showed a 
column of smoke from 
the Fukushima Dai-ichi 
nuclear plant's No. 3 unit, 
190 kilometres north of 
Tokyo. Japanese officials 


believe it was a hydrogen 
explosion similar to an 
earlier one in the facility. 
Japan’s chief cabinet sec¬ 
retary says the reactor’s 
inner containment vessel 
holding nuclear rods is in¬ 
tact, allaying some fears 
of the risk to the environ¬ 
ment and public. 

Tokyo Electric Power 
Co. says three workers 
have been injured and 
seven are missing. More 
than 180,000 people have 
evacuated the area. 

Officials have con¬ 
firmed that at least 1,800 
have died since the disas¬ 
ter hit. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Khadr should 
face U.S. 
court: Ottawa 


A terrorist collaborator is 
walking the streets be¬ 
cause a Canadian judge 
wrongly decided to stay ex¬ 
tradition proceedings 
against him, the federal 
government says. 

In documents filed with 
Ontario’s highest court 
ahead of an appeal hear¬ 
ing, Ottawa says Abdullah 
Khadr should be handed 
over to the United States to 
face terror-related charges. 

Instead, by ordering the 
stay, Ontario Supreme 
Court Justice Christopher 
Speyer put Canada’s secu¬ 
rity at risk and damaged 
the fight against terrorism, 
the government argues on 
behalf of the U.S. 

The U.S. wants to tiy the 
Ottawa-born Khadr, whose 
younger brother Omar is 
serving time in Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay, on charges of 
supplying weapons to al- 
C^aida in Pakistan. 

Khadr’s lawyers argued 
for the stay on the grounds 
that his self-incriminating 
statements were the prod¬ 
uct of torture in Pakistan 
in which the Americans 
had been complicit. 

In their factum filed last 
week, they argue Washing-

ton’s appeal submissions 
have no legal merit and 
play on fears of terrorism. 

“These proceedings 
would not exist but for the 
U.S.A.’s misconduct,” they 
say. “Justice Speyer found 
that allowing the matter 
before him to proceed 
would tarnish the integrity 
of his court.” 

The judge stayed the 
proceedings last August. 

The judge noted the U.S. 
had put a $500,000 bounty 
on Khadr, interfered with 
his access to Canadian offi¬ 
cials and delayed his re¬ 
turn to Canada by six 
months.

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Rebels lose 
stronghold 
to Gadhafi 

O state forces topple fighters in Brega 


Moammar Gadhafi’s 
forces drove rebels from 
one of their final strong¬ 
holds on Libya’s main 
coastal highway yesterday 
after hours of assaults 
from the air, land and 
sea. 

Rebels said they were 
fleeing the oil town of 
Brega under heavy attack, 
losing a vital source of fu¬ 
el for their vehicles. 

If Gadhafi’s string of 
successes continue, he 
will soon face the choice 
of moving swiftly toward 
Benghazi and the 
prospect of a devastating 
battle. 

“Benghazi doesn’t de¬ 
serve a full-scale military 
action,” army spokesman 
Milad Hussein told 
reporters in Tripoli. “They 
are a group of rats and 
vermin and as soon as we 
go in, they will raise their 
hands and surrender.”

The international commu¬ 
nity is no closer to enforc¬ 
ing a no-fly zone. 

► The Arab League asked the 
UN Security Council to im¬ 
pose a no-fly zone, but the 
U.S. and allies expressed 
deep reservations about a 
tactic that would require 
them to destroy Gadhafi's 
air defences and possibly 
shoot down his planes. 

► U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, 
who was set to leave on a 
trip to Europe and the Mid¬ 
dle East yesterday, planned 
to see foes of Gadhafi in 
Paris to assess their capa¬ 
bilities and intentions. 

► The UN and NATO made no 
progress yesterday toward 
imposing a no-fly zone.

Police probe deadly 
tour bus accident 


Police were investigating 
a bus driver’s claim that 
he was driven off a major 
highway before his bus 
slid into a sign pole that 
sheared it end to end, 
killing 14 people and leav¬ 
ing others maimed in a 
horrific scene of blood 
and jumbled bodies. 

The driver, Ophadell 
Williams, told police that 


a tractor-trailer clipped 
his tour bus on a trip from 
a casino in Gonnecticut. 
But state police said wit¬ 
nesses told them Williams 
was speeding before Sat¬ 
urday morning’s crash on 
Interstate 95. 

As many as 20 people 
were treated at area hos¬ 
pitals.

Kandahar raid 
nets Taliban 
leader, kills 
Karzai*s cousin 

The shooting death of 
Afghan president Hamid 
Karzai’s cousin was a tragic 
accident, but the overnight 
raid during which it oc¬ 
curred was justifiable be¬ 
cause it netted a Taliban 
leader responsible for car 
bombs in Kandahar city, an 
American militaiy com¬ 
mander said yesterday. 


Hours after he took 
command of the Kandahar 
district of Band — a region 
within Ganada’s area of op¬ 
erations — Lt.-Gol. Douglas 
Sims said the militaiy re¬ 
grets last week’s fatal 
shooting of Yar Muham¬ 
mad Karzai. 

The 63-year-old was 
killed in the village of Karz 
during an operation 
Wednesday night by NATO 
troops in Band, a relatively 
stable district south of 
Kandahar city.

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Wireless carriers in Canada 
are making their networks 
even faster to meet the de¬ 
mand from smartphones 
and devices used by laptops 
to connect to the Internet. 

Bell and Telus have up¬ 
graded their networks, not 
even two years old, to 
faster fourth-generation, 
or 4G, technology, while 
Videotron, MTS and Sask- 
Tel are on the same path. 

But there have been 
technical arguments about 
whether these networks 
are truly 4G, and interna¬ 
tional standards have been 
relaxed recently to allow 
carriers to say they are op¬ 
erating such networks once 
they enhance their ad¬ 
vanced networks. 


4G 

Technology analyst 
Duncan Stewart says a 
number of 4G devices 
should be in Canada 
by the fall, but initially 
there will be more In¬ 
ternet modems than 
smartphones. 

Roiy Altman of consult¬ 
ing group Altman Vilandrie 
& Company said carriers 
are “fibbing a little bit” 
about having 4G networks 
already, but noted they are 
faster for streaming video, 
loading graphics and open¬ 
ing big email files. 

Rogers says it also has 4G 


network speed but is com¬ 
mitted to long-term evolu¬ 
tion network technology, 
which is expected to give 
mobile users an even faster 
experience, about the 
equivalent of a home Inter¬ 
net connection. 

Bell and Telus are also 
testing LTE technology, 
while carriers such as Wind 
Mobile say they are on the 
path to an LTE network. 

“All of this stuff about 
‘faux’ G and it’s not the real 
4G is really marketing,” 
says Duncan Stewart, direc¬ 
tor of Deloitte Canada Re¬ 
search. “But if you want to 
browse the web and look at 
pictures and especially look 
at videos you need higher 
speeds.” the Canadian press 


Job creation 
falls short of 
expectation

The iPad 2 tablet computer 
went on sale Friday and 
was greeted by the now- 
familiar lines of buyers 
outside Apple stores.

The Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ice Neighbourhood Crime 
Map website is one of my 
favourites 

(crimemapping.edmonton- 
police.ca/#). Like most peo¬ 
ple who use this site, I 
enjoy looking at my neigh¬ 
bourhood to see what kind 
of crime is going on. 

B ased on the past 60 

days, I live in a pretty 
safe and secure place. 
The map showed only 
four crimes, three of 
which were break 
and enters and one was a theft 
over $5,000. But rather than stop 
there, 1 thought 1 would look at 
other areas of the city to see how 
they stacked up against my 
neighbourhood. What 1 found 


surprised me. 

Some areas of this city are per¬ 
ceived to be safer than others, so 
I thought I would look at Boyle 
Street and 
McCauley as 
comparators. 

Boyle Street 
had 60 crimes 
during the same 
period and 
McCauley had 
56. Assaults 
made up the ma¬ 
jority of crime in 
both areas: Boyle 
Street (27) and 
McCauley (27). 

Thefts of 
vehicles and 
thefts from vehi¬ 
cles made up the 
majority of the other crimes. 

This would come as no surprise 
to most people. Many of the peo¬ 


ple in those neighbourhoods 
face real challenges in just stay¬ 
ing alive, and theft and assault 
may be their most likely coping 
mechanisms. 
However, an ex¬ 
amination of 
other neigh¬ 
bourhoods 
showed some 
real surprises. 
The Oliver area 
was one. 

During the 
same 60-day pe¬ 
riod, there 
were 73 report¬ 
ed crimes in 
Oliver. Of 
those, 20 were 
assaults and 13 
were break and 
enters. Break and enters were al¬ 
most non-existent in Boyle (six) 
and McCauley (five). If you live in 


Oliver, you might want to watch 
your vehicle because 33 of the 
crimes reported in the last 60 
days were either theft of vehicle 
or theft from a vehicle. 

As surprising as the stats 
about Oliver were, those for Mill- 
woods were a real shock. Based 
on news coverage, one might 
think Millwoods is crime central. 
It isn’t. Millwoods Town Centre 
had a low number of assaults 
(six) and break and enters (one). 
Millwoods Park had almost no 
crime reported, save for one as¬ 
sault. The same is true for the 
other areas of Millwoods I 
looked at. Based on this limited 
assessment, it would appear 
Millwoods is being given a bum 
rap when it comes to crime. 

If you are reading this with 
your smartphone at your side, 
check out your neighbourhood 
— you could be in for a surprise.

Canadian web surfers are 
reaching into their pocket- 
books to help with the re¬ 
lief effort in Japan. 

The Canadian Red Cross 
says online tools such as 
Twitter and Facebook have 
increased awareness of the 
disaster and encouraged 
people to donate. 

The humanitarian 
group has already raised 
approximately $1 million 
since Friday. 

Four other charities — 
CARE Canada, Oxfam 
Canada, Oxfam-Quebec 
and Save the Children 
Canada — have formed a 
group called the Humani¬ 
tarian Coalition and began 
accepting donations on 
Saturday. 


The group says that 
while the Japanese govern¬ 
ment is well-prepared to 
respond to an earthquake, 
Canadians also want to 
help. 

Doctors Without 
Borders says it hasn’t 
decided whether to set up 
a program in Japan even 
though it already has a 10- 
person team on the 
ground. 


“If there is enough med¬ 
ical needs, we will start a 
medical program,” said 
spokesman Gregory Van- 
dendaelen. 

The Salvation Army has 
allocated $75,000 to help 
in Japan, while other 
organizations such as 
World Vision Canada and 
UNICEF are accepting do¬ 
nations to their general re¬ 
lief funds.

Catherine Hardwicke be¬ 
gan her career as a produc¬ 
tion designer on films like 
Three Kings before transi¬ 
tioning into directing with 
Thirteen. With that auspi¬ 
cious debut, she instantly 
became one of the pre¬ 
miere female directors in 
Hollywood and entered the 
blockbuster arena in 2008 
when Twilight became a 
surprise $390-million hit. 
Hardwicke made a re¬ 


turn to the big screen with 
Red Riding Hood, a gothic 
horror adaptation of the 
classic faiiy tale that in an 
odd way might be her most 
personal project. 

“I loved the faiiy tale 
when I was little and made 
my mother make me a red 
cloak so I could be Little 
Red Riding Hood on Hal¬ 
loween for two years 


straight,” the director told 
Metro. “So I guess it’s 
stirred into my blood.” 

“I was excited by this 
script because it went back 
to an old less sanitized ver¬ 
sion of the stoiy. I liked the 
darkness and thought it 
was filled with opportuni¬ 
ties.” 

In Hardwicke’s hands, 
the film becomes a more 


frightening tale involving a 
werewolf as well as a love 
triangle that should please 
her Twilight followers. In 
other words, this isn’t the 
bedtime stoiy you remem¬ 
ber. 

“I think fairy tales take 
complicated childhood 
fears and emotions and 
play them out in an ex¬ 
treme way,” explained 
Hardwicke. “They let chil¬ 
dren face their fears in¬ 
stead of pretending that’s 
irrational. So pushing the 
stoiy slightly into horror 
wasn’t much of a stretch.” 


Following a film that re¬ 
quired absolute reverence 
to the source material to 
appease squealing fans, the 
director relished the oppor¬ 
tunity to take this classic 
faiiy tale into any direction 
that she pleased. 

“In Twilight I couldn’t 
stray far because of the 
fans, but the great thing 
about a fairy tale like this is 
that there is no definitive 
version,” said Hardwicke. 
“I loved that we could take 
a story eveiyone knows 
and add on layers that no 
one would expect.”

About 12.9 million pre¬ 
mature babies are bom

Children born prema¬ 
turely may have learning 
disabilities, attention 
deficits, cerebral palsy, vi¬ 
sion and hearing prob¬ 
lems, respiratory illnesses 
or other conditions.

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Woes for women with homework 


O Taking lots of work calls and emails in the home? O Women more likely to feel guilty about it, study says 


Women are more likely 
than men to have feelings 
of guilt and distress if 
they’re contacted frequent¬ 
ly by colleagues, supervi¬ 
sors and clients outside the 
workplace, a study sug¬ 
gests. 

The finding comes from 
research by University of 
Toronto sociology professor 
Scott Schieman and col¬ 
leagues, published in the 
March issue of the Journal 
of Health and Social Behav¬ 
ior. They analyzed data 
from the Work, Stress, and 
Health Survey, and inter¬ 
viewed 1,800 American 


adults in 2005 and second 
interviews with most of 
them again in 2007. 

The researchers wanted 
to look at work-related con¬ 
tact partly because of ad¬ 
vances in technology, 
including cellphones, 
BlackBerrys and emails. 

“We took a random rep¬ 
resentative sample of work¬ 
ers, or tried to get it as 
representative as possible, 
and we asked them about 
30 to 40 minutes worth of 
questions about all kinds of 
things related to work and 
family, and then we also 
asked a series of questions

about emotions and 
health,” Schieman said in 
an interview, noting that 
his subjects are American 
because he proposed the 
study and applied for U.S.

O For more than five decades, Vivian Maier, a nanny, 
shot tens of thousands of photos of the world around 
her O Her passion remained hidden to most, until now 


She scoured the streets day 
and night, venturing into 
strange and sometimes 
dicey neighbourhoods. She 
wore a hat, sturdy shoes 
and a camera, and was al¬ 
ways at the ready. 

A woman in a white fur 
and evening dress drifting 
in the darkness toward a 
’56 two-tone Chevrolet. 

Click. 

A curious little boy, un¬ 
daunted by his size, using 
an empty window frame as 
a ladder so he can peek into 
a giant box. 

Click. 

A huddled coil of a man 
defeated by life, his clothes 
soiled and tattered, his 
head hanging in despair. 

Click. 

Fractions of seconds, 
captured by Vivian Maier a 
half-century ago or more — 
fleeting moments of life on 
the streets at a time when 
men wore fedoras and 
dragged on Lucky Strike 


cigarettes, when women 
favoured babushkas, when 
families piled in Studebak- 
ers and Packards for Sun¬ 
day drives. 

Maier observed it all 
without judgment. This 
was her hobby, not her job. 
But for more than five 
decades, it also was her life. 
She shot tens of thousands 
of photos. Most were never 
printed and many were not 
even developed. Few were 
seen by anyone but her. 

Vivian Maier, who 
passed away in 2009, want¬ 
ed it that way. She guarded 
her privacy so zealously she 
did not even want people to 
know her full name. 

She and her photos 
seemed destined for obscu¬ 
rity until a young man with 
an eye for bargains stopped 
by an auction house one 
day. He paid about $400 for 
a groceiy box stuffed with 
thousands of negatives. 

He knew only that they 


came from a repossessed 
storage locker that had 
been rented by an elderly 
woman. 

He carted the negatives 
home, not expecting much 
— maybe just some illustra¬ 
tions for a histoiy book he 
was co-authoring about his 
Northwest Side neighbour¬ 
hood. He didn’t find any. 
But he did unearth a far big¬ 
ger treasure. 

John Maloof had stum¬ 
bled upon an undiscovered 
artist whose photography is 
now being compared to the 
giants, a reclusive woman 
who, in death, is attracting 
the kind of attention and 
acclaim she would have 
shunned in life. 

Maloof, a real estate 
agent, knew nothing about 
photography, but when he 
started scanning some of 
the negatives in his com¬ 
puter, even a novice could 
see they were special. 

Maloof was inspired to

shoot his own photos. He 
wanted to meet Maier, but 
someone at the auction 
house said she was ill. And 
he didn't press. 

Instead, Maloof decided 
to collect as much of her 
work as he could find. 

He contacted folks who 
had bought Maier's other 
possessions at the auction 
that day in late 2007. Soon, 
he owned 1,000 rolls of 
her film. But it would be 
expensive developing 
them all. 

So Maloof, who sells an¬ 
tique reproduction hard¬ 
ware online, peddled 
about 100 negatives on 
EBay to raise cash. 

Some went for $5. Oth¬ 
ers for $12. One for $80. 


One buyer happened to 
be Allan Sekula, a promi¬ 
nent photographer, critic 
and teacher. He offered 
some advice: Stop selling 
the negatives. The work 
was good enough for an 
exhibition and should not 
be dispersed. 

Maloof set out to learn 
more about Vivian Maier. 
His first Google searches 
had fizzled, but in April 
2009, he spotted her name 
scrawled on the envelope 
of a roll of developed film. 
He tried again. 

This time, he found an 
obituary in the Chicago 
Tribune. 

Vivian Maier had died 
just days earlier. 

Shortly after Maloof 


started buying Maier’s film, 
he tried, to no avail, to in¬ 
terest galleries and muse¬ 
ums. Then he posted a blog 
featuring her work on 
Flickr (the online photo¬ 
sharing site), and asked 
what he should do with the 
negatives. Ideas and en¬ 
couragement poured in. 

This winter, Maloof fi¬ 
nally succeeded in getting a 
one-woman show for Maier 
at the Chicago Cultural 
Center, her U.S. debut. 

Maloof is now working 
to assemble a book of her 
photos. He also has joined 
his partner, Rydzon, and a 
Danish filmmaker to pro¬ 
duce a docmnentaiy. Find¬ 
ing Vivian Maier.

O Health ministers will use information and tips gathered on new website to form plan of action 


Kids sitting in front of their 
computers are being en¬ 
couraged to talk, tweet, 
t 5 ^e and text about child¬ 
hood obesity. 

Leona Aglukkaq was in 
Toronto last week to 
launch a national dialogue, 
along with a new govern¬ 
ment website — 
ourhealthourfuture.gc.ca 
— with links to Facebook 
and Twitter. 

The site will allow chil¬ 
dren, their parents and 
others to post ideas on 
how to eat well and get 
more exercise into their 
day. 

The country is facing a 
childhood obesity epidem¬ 
ic, an alarming trend over 
the last decade, Aglukkaq 
said. 

“Too many of them are 
overweight, too many of 
them are obese and it 
seems to be on the rise 
among all children, includ¬ 
ing First Nations, Inuit and 
Metis children, and this 
has to be reversed.” 

Over the last 30 years, 
the number of obese chil¬ 
dren has almost tripled in 
Canada. In 1970, about one 
in 10 children was obese. 
Today, it is one in four. 

The World Health Or¬ 
ganization estimates three 
billion people will be 
obese by 2015. 

More children are devel¬ 
oping health problems 
previously seen only in 
adults, such as Type 2 dia¬ 
betes and high blood pres¬ 
sure, which can reduce life 
expectancy, said Aglukkaq. 

If the trend isn't re¬ 
versed, today's children 
may not live as long as 
their parents, she said. 

A series of meetings will 
be held starting later this 
month to canvass industry, 
health practitioners, aca¬ 
demics, national aborigi¬ 
nal associations, youth, 
parents and caregivers.

O Researchers using robots to help children with autism become more comfortable with human interaction 


Eden Sawczenko used to 
recoil when other little 
girls held her hand and 
turned stiff when they 
hugged her. This year, the 
four-year-old autistic girl 
began playing with a robot 


that teaches about emo¬ 
tions and physical contact 
— and now she hugs 
eveiyone. 

“She’s a lot more affec¬ 
tionate with her friends 
now and will even initiate 


the embrace,” said Claire 
Sawczenko, Eden’s moth¬ 
er. 

The girl attends a pre¬ 
school for autistic children 
in Stevenage, north of Lon¬ 
don, where researchers 


bring in a human-looking, 
child-sized robot once a 
week for a supervised ses¬ 
sion. The children, whose 
autism ranges from mild 
to severe, play with the ro¬ 
bot for up to 10 minutes

alongside a scientist who 
controls the robot with a 
remote control. 

The robot, named Kas- 
par, is programmed to do 
things like smile, frown, 
laugh, blink and wave his 
arms. He has shaggy black 
hair, a baseball cap, a few 
wires protruding from his 
neck, and striped red 
socks. He was built by sci¬ 
entists at the University of 
Hertfordshire at a cost of 
about 1,300 pounds 
($2,031). 

There are several ver¬ 
sions of Kaspar, including 
one advanced enough to 
play Nintendo Wii. The ro¬ 
bot’s still in the experi¬ 
mental stage, and 
researchers hope he could 
be mass-produced one day 


for a few hundred dollars. 

“Children with autism 
don’t react well to people 
because they don’t under¬ 
stand facial expressions,” 
said Ben Robins, a senior 
research fellow in comput¬ 
er science at the University 
of Hertfordshire, who spe¬ 
cializes in working with 
autistic children. 

“Robots are much safer 
for them because there’s 
less for them to interpret 
and they are veiy pre¬ 
dictable.” 

There are similar proj¬ 
ects in Canada, Japan and 
the U.S., but the British 
one is the most advanced, 
according to other Euro¬ 
pean robot researchers not 
connected with the proj¬ 
ect.
